Conservatives Hold Caucus 


In Effort to Agree on

Resigns 


Madison —(JP)— The state senate 


may pass a new unemployment re- 
lief bill this afternoon and there is a 
remote possibility that it will be one 
on •which a compromise between the 
Progressives and the Conservative- 
Independent majority will he effect j 
fed. 


Compromise negotiations were re- 


quested at the morning session by 
Senator George Blanchard of Edger- 
ton. 
The senate went into an in- 


formal conference to permit these 
negotiations to proceed. 
When a 


recess was taken at noon until 2:15 
p. m. there were still •was no sign 
of an agreement. 


But the Conservatives had been 


In a caucus for more than an hour 
and Indications favored the presen- 
tation, of a new relief bill whether 
it represents a compromise between 
the two factions or not. 


There were two 
pending bills 


which served the purpose of dis- 
cussion and conjecture. 
One is the 


measure of Senator "Walter S. Good- 
land of Racine, for straight increas- 
es in the normal income tax to raise 
?8,000,000. 


Senator Walter Polakowskl, Mil- 


waukee Socialist, proposes to change 
it to raise $10,000,000 by providing 
heavier increases^ in the_ normal in- 
come taxes of ^individuals, boosting 
the inheritance taxes, and stipulating 
that any chain store tax adopted go 
for unemployment relief. 


Negotiations Begun 


In that form the bill is acceptable 


to him, Polakowski 
asserted, al- 


though corroboration from the con- 
servatives was not forthcoming that 
they had agreed on his plan and 
wanted to introduce a new measure 
under his name. 


"The negotiations are proceeding 


and the time is not ripe to say what 
might be done," Senator Blanchard 
declared as he left the chamber for 
the noon recess.

Quits As Head

rell, whose rise in the world of steel 
over a period of nearly half a cen- 
tury has few equals in fact or fic- 
tion, will retire on April 18 as presi- 
dent of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, a post he has hel5 for 21 
years. 


Announcement of his retirement 


was made at his Fifth-ave home last 
night. It came in a simple state- 
ment in which the 69 year old man 
gave cognizance to his advanced age 
and the "advisability of establishing 
the management upon a foundation 
composed of younger men." 


His retirement will anticipate by

Mr. iFarrell's rise from a mill- 


worker to the presidency 
of 
the 


world's largest steel corporation was 
accomplished step hy step and by 
dint of sheer effort.

BOTH BADGER 
HOUSES FAVOR 
TAX ON CHAINS 


Senate Engrosses Bill by 
Gettelman, A s s e m b l y 


Passes Eber Measure 


Madison — (#)— Both houses of 


the legislature today went on. rec- 
ord !n favor of a tax on chain stores, 
the senate engrossing a hill by Sen. 
Ben Gettelman, Milwaukee, and the 
assembly passing a bill by Assembly- 
man John Eber, Milwaukee. 


The lower house passed the beer 


bill by a vote of 71 to 1, Assembly- 
man W. A. Meyer, Oshkosh, dissent- 
Ing. 
There was no debate on the 


measure which provides for an emer- 
gency tax for unemployment relief 
and tax reduction. 


The Eber bill calls for a tax dur- 


ing 1932 and 1933 ranging from $20 
on each store in a chain of one to 
five stores, to $100 on each store in 
a chain of 20 to 25. The Gettelman 
bill levies permanent taxes of $10 to 
550 on chain stores. It was engross, 
ed without a roll call after a motion 
for indefinite postponement failed, 
23 to 3. 


Final action on the bill was pre- 


vented when Senator Leonard 
C. 


Fons, Milwaukee, objected to suspen- 
sion of the rules on the ground that 
an amendment submitted by Gettel- 
man had not been printed as yet and 
distributed to the members. 


Th« amendment 
provided 
that 


funds be appropriated 
out of the 


general fund at once to the counties 
for unemployment relief and that 
the. general fund be reimbursed later 
by proceeds of the tax which Gettel- 
man estimates will be about $1,500,- 
000. 


Fons said that other members had 


objected to suspending the rules for 
immediate action on administration 
bills and hp thought the same policy 
should be adopted on this one. 
An 


amendment by Senator George Blan 
chard, ^dgerton, which specifically 
•exempted gasoline filling 
stations 


from being classed as chain stores 
was rejected, 16 to 10. 


The schedule of license fees ill the 


Gettelman bill is $10 for each store 
up to five; ?20 per store for five to 
ten stores; $30 per store for 10 to 20; 
and $50 for each store over 20. Two 
or more stores operated by a com- 
pany are defined as constituting a 
chain stor.e business.

Washington — Germany says she 


cannot pay and, therefore, what is 
France and the rest of the world 
going to do about It? 
This is the climax of 13 years 


of discussion of the reparations pro- 
blem. 
The United States govern- 


ment believes that it vindicates the 
policy laid down under the Wilson 
admmstratlon, and sustained by the 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover ad- 
ministrations, that what Germany 
owes to the allies is one thing and 
what the allies owe to America is 
another. Even though there is an 
obvious relationship between repara- 
tions and war debts, the American 
government has always felt that 
sooner or later the time would come 
when Germany would not pay and 
lence it would devolve upon Great 
Britain and France to determine for 
themselves 
whether 
they would 


repudiate their indetedness to Amer- 
ica. 


The practical situation is that the 


United States has been unwilling to 
compromise or negotiate In scaling 
down the European indebtedness to 
America, 
and France 
has been 


equally 
insistent 
that 
German 


should 
pay her 
not only what 


Prance owes America but $100,000,- 
000 a year besides. 


Prospective Losses 


The net of it is that if Germany 


pay nothing, France will lose $100,- 
300,000; and if the other powers 
do not pay the United States, the 
American taxpayers will lose $250,- 
000,000 a year. 


Under the circumstances Germany 


aas broken the dealock by declaring 
not only against payment this year 
out In .the future. This step taken 
by Chancellor Bruening was forced 
upon him by the fact that Adolf 
Hitler, leader of the Fascists, would 
have acquired control of the govern- 
ment on the 
same Issue if 
the 


Bruening government had not re- 
pudiated all war debts. 


The question now turns on what 


France, particularly, will do about 
it. There are plenty of legal steps 
which can be taken to refer the mat- 
ter to the world court to determine 
if Germany is sincere in her declara- 
tion of inability to pay, and it is pos> 
•Bible of course for France to invoke 
military1 and economic sanctions and 
go back to the 
policies of-force 


which were

marched in the Ruhr and Germany 
offered only passive resistance. 


The forthcoming 
conference at 


Lausanne late this month now has 
a definite situation before It. 
It 


means that unless France and Great 
Britain present a program that ap- 
peals to the German government a1 
reasonable, the 
declaration 
of in- 


ability to pay will stand. 


Force Possibility 


The French of course by a policy 


of force could begin to extract pay- 
ment in kind, namely German raw 
materials. The Germans know, too 
that an absolute unwillingness to 
negotiate a new agreement on re 
parations means •great obstacles to 
the carrying on of German 
com 


merce. 


So far as America is concerned, a 


waiting policy 
will be 
followed 


Short term credits are being extend 
ed by bankers to Germany and the 
American government will look to 
Paris and London for continued pay 
ment of war debts, 
knowing ful 


well that neither country would care 
to take the consequences of a public 
repudiation of war debts to Ameri 
ca. Instead it is confidently expect 
ed that France and Great Britain 
w 111 in due course ask America foi 
a conference to negotiate a spread 
of annunities and 
a reduction

payments during the next ten years.

OVER CREDITS, 


EXPERT URGES 


Retailers' Confidence Justi- 


fied by Public, Ro- 


tarians Told 


Efficient control 
of the 
credit 


system, a problem met by practically 
every retailer In one form or an- 
other, was discussed by H. R. Doer- 
in from the University of "Wiscon- 
sin extension division in a talk be- 
fore Rotary club at Hotel North- 
ern Tuesday noon. 
The 
address 


was the. first in a series of four 
sponsored by the Vocational school, 
the retail division of the chamber of 
commerce, and the extension divi- 
sion. 


"Though no retailer is obliged to 


do a credit business, which is really 
the banker's job," salS Mr. Doering, 
'it has crept into retailing because 
of competition, as a sales stimula- 
tor, as a service feature and a con- 
venience. Whatever the reason for 
Its introduction, the retailer in ex- 
tending credit leaves the role of 
merchandiser and becomes a bank- 
er. In effect, he lends his cash or 
his credit, and is therefore justified 
in being careful in extending credit. 
And the public should be willing to 
be subjected to careful investiga- 
tion." 


That the public has justified the 


confidence retailers have placed In 
them waa proved by Mr. Doering 
with statistics -which 
showed the 


small amount of bad debt losses in 
normal times. The total credit sales 
in one year, he said, amounted to 
20 billion dollars, or 40 per cent of 
the total. Of the 40 billion, 15 bil- 
lion were open account credits and 
five installment sales credits. 
The 


open account credits showed only 
two-thirds of one per cent bad debt 
losses, and the Installment sales one 
and one-fifth per cent. 


Problem In Balance 


"Credit extension is a. problem in 


balance," the speaker explained. "If 
one is too strict, the volume is cut 
down; if too liberal, losses are in- 
creased, and the customer is apt to 
take the wrong psychological atti- 
tude and regard the privilege too 
lightly. The ideal situation is hav- 
ing a maximum number of self- 
liquidating accounts, and the mini- 
mum, number of those that require 
constant and costly dunning and 
prodding, which eventually leads to 
the loss of goodwill. Briefly, 
the 


credit policy should be firm, and the 
retailer should expect to turn away 
a certain percentage of credit seek- 
ers, and to 'take a few losses." 


The Importance of Impressing the 


prospective customer with the ser- 
iousness of credit when he first ap- 
plies for it was 
stressed by Mr. 


Doering. Because the customer is 
asking a favor when he asks to open 
an accoimt, psychologically he is in 
the best mood for giving Informa- 
tion, and therefore the 
retailer 


should take advantage of the situa- 
tion to get facts and to impress up- 
on him the need of prompt 
pay- 
ment. 


The larger stores, he said, are far 


more systematic in gathering credit 
information and 
in collecting on 
credit accounts 
than the smaller 


stores. Two things to be consider- 
ed in granting credit, he explained, 
are whether the customer can pay, 
and whether he will pay.

Korea's desire for independence. 


Japanese residents, incensed 
at 


the reference to the emperor, storm 
ed the building, tried to burn it but 
failed and attacked a number of 
Chinese newspaper men. They fired 
revolvers as they thronged into the 
building and the Chinese fled. 


Last night the Japanese began a 


more 
threatening 
demonstration, 


{several thousand of them, formed a 
parade, waving Japanese flags and 
demanding further action 
against 


the newspper, declaring they con- 
sidered the offending article disre- 
spectful to Japan and to the emper- 
or. 


After the parade, several hundred 


Japanese again swooped down on the 
newspaper's offices, wrecking 
and 


burning the building and then burn- 
ed the Kuomintang 
headquarters 


also. The Chinese offered no resis- 
tance and Chinese fire brigades made 
no attempt to save either

Japanese marines

The most favorable wild fowl breed- 
ing area on the North American con- 
tinent extends in a broad strip from 
about the region of the Great Slave 
Lake in the Northwest 
Territories 


southward and somewhat eastward. 
It spreads over most of Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, 
the Dakotas and Ne- 


braska, and includes adjoining parts 
of Manitoba, 
Montana, 
Wyoming, 


Iowa and Minnesota. 


Its southern tip extends into Colo- 


rado and Kansas. This section con- 
sists mainly of west central prairie 
lands. Within this large area, what 
is now the Canadian wheat belt, .the 
lake region of the Dakotas and the 
sand hill region of Nebraska former- 
ly producer enormous numbers of 
ducks. 
With the 
exception of its 


heavily forested and semi-arid parts 
most of this area is now extensively 
cultivated. • 


This is the region in which exten- 


sive drainage and agricultural oper- 
ations and the drying up of numer- 
ous small wet areas have affected 
wildfowl most severely. 


Western breeding areas, which for- 


merly produced enormous quantities 
of ducks, include the 
Sacramento

The speaker criticized the dearth 


of sale advertising in newspapers, 
the "scatter-hit-and miss" sale prices 
without regard to a community me- 
dium, the use of unhealthy superla- 
tives that are unbelievable. He de- 
clared that it is useless for a retail- 
er to use his advertising- in an en- 
deavor to push onto customers mer- 
chandise that th© buyer does not 
want. 


Headlines Important 


"The bisgest leak in department 


stores today," Dean Elungwood said, 
quoting D. F. Kelly of a larg-e Chi- 
cago stores, "is in the advertising 
department.

Declares Students Shouldn't 


Justify Studies by Their 


Worth on Market 


The desirability of purchasing a 


college education for its 
intrinsic 


value rather than for its current 
market position 
in the 
financial 


•world was the theme today of Dr. 
Henry M. 
Wrlston, president of 


Lawrence college and nationally rec- 
ognized leader in educational mat- 
:ers, in an address to the student 
body . 


Novelties and amusements as a 


basis on"-which to advertise colleges 
and the attempt to justify a college 
education solely on the dividends it 
pajs in the vocational market he 
denounced se\erely as schemes with 
which to deceive students. 


He pointed to the fact that the 


pendulum in education has swung 
away from the cash and carry type 
of course such as business forecast- 
ng and back 
to the position it 


jhould rightfully hold—an emphasis 
upon sound educational values as a 
,vay of life. 


Dr. Wriston centered his address 


on the current depression and its ef- 
fects on educational policy and the 
college student. 


"There was a, time—from 1921 to 


192S—when the market for college 
degrees was booming, whe-n students 
were taught to be concerned more 
with the manner in which 
they 


would use then- degree after gradua- 
tion than with the intrinsic \alue 
of the education itself. Today the 
degree holders are jobless and it is 
the educated man who finds salva- 
tion—not In the bull market, but in 
a way of life. 


Need Education Now 


"From 1921 to 192S anyone could 


make money 
merely by allowing 


himself to be carried along on a 
•wave of prosperity. 
Today it is a 


different picture, one wherein men 
are forced to rely on an education 
and not on a degree—two vastly dif- 
ferent things," he said 


He pointed to the fact that sev- 


eral years ago some of the largest 
educational institutions in the coun- 
try announced that they were to ex- 
ploit football as a medium of adver- 
tising. 
Recently they have said 


that they would abandon such pro- 
grams, he added. 
Football stadia, 


built at a cost of millions oC dollars, 
to be paid for out of football recipts, 
are hopelessly behind in their pay- 
ments, and in some major cases the 
program has been entirely discarded, 
he noted 


And in spite of the general trend 


"sc\eial of the largest universities 
are better known as amusement en- 
terprises than as educational institu- 
tions," lie observed. 


He appealed to the 
students to 


study the 
current depression, to 


learn about and to learn from it that 
education 
is still an 
experience 


which, must be justified as a way 
of life and not as 
a token to be 


pawned in the world market

senate yesterday afternoon. 


The Nixon eight-hour bill to v.hich 


the subsidy was attached—on 
the 


theory that farmers as well as oth- 
er -workers should work only eight 
hours and receive eight hours pay— 
gave way to a substitute amendment 
by Senator Walter Polakowski of 
Milwaukee, which was engrossed by 
a vote of 14 to 13. 


Polakowski cut out the subsidy 


and let the eight-hour day for work- 
era stand, but when the senate had 
finished 
amending his 
substitute 


about a dozen classes of employers 
and employes had 
been 
exempted 


from its provisions. 


As the Nixon bill came to the up- 


per house from the assembly 
the 


farm relief sections, sponsored by 
four 
farmer-assemblymen, pledged 


the state to contribute 
anywhere 


from 3 to 300 millions, according to 
varied estimates, for insuring 
the 


agriculturists to the extent of $2.40 
a day. This was arrived at on the 
basis of 30 cents an hour for eight 
hours' work, -with an additional 45 
cents an hour fpr overtime. 


A farmer's "cost of production" 


Included the value of his time, his 
taxes, interest on investment, etc.

No Financing Plan 


The plan provided no means for 


financing and. was regarded as un- 
workable. If others considered it a. 
joke. Senator John Cashman of Den 
mark, an ardent champion of the 
farmer, did not.

amendment, which he believed would 
make it workable, by cutting the 
farmer's 
allowance to 10 cents an 


hour, limiting the subsidy to $5,000,- 
000 a year and financing it by sur- 
taxes on incomes. 


Cashtnan's amendment applied to 


the Nixon bill. It did not come to a 
vote because Polakowski's usbstitute 
was taken up first.

an appreciation of real beauty as it 
la derived from nature. He pointed 
out that although nature may be 
simple, it nevertheless is developed 
according to the design plan. 


He illustrated this point by ex- 


plaining that the mathematical ar- 
rangement of number series was 
portrayed consistently In the 
sun 


flower, where seeds are arranged in 
perfect order and sequence. 


Comparing beauty in sound -with 


beauty as it appears visibly, Profes- 
sor Aust said there are laws of the 
eyes as well as laws of the ears. He 
said there is as much harshness in 
that which is seen by the eyes 
at- 


times, as there is when a piano is 
out of tune and playing in discord. 


"In the field of art one seeks or- 


der in 
feeling 
and 
order 
and 


thought," he said. "This field con- 
tains the element of thrill and ele- 
ment of reason, both from, the views 
of the artist and from th© throngs of 
critics. Art can be picked to pieces 
by scientists and arranged In the 
usual series of atoms and molecules 
through mathematical calculation." 


Art Through Industry 


The lecturer 
said 
he 
believed 


Americans are finding art through 
industry rather than through sculp- 
ture and painting. He pointed out 
that it delights the average Ameri- 
can to look at an automobile and 
pick out its graceful lines, its abil- 
ity to travel at high speed, and its 
riding qualities. 


Reverting to the field of land- 


scape art as it is applied to the beau- 
tifying of home grounds regardless 
of the size of the dwelling, Profes- 
sor Aust said the same 
principles 


are involved. It matters not, he said, 
how much money Is spent In the 
beautification of the 
grounds, 
so 


long aa the landscaping brings out 
the unity and harmony that artists 
try to portray i» their paintings. 


"There still are those people who 


believe that the backyard should be 
devoted to the collection of garages 
and ashes," he stated. "Those who 
have a real sense of beauty and are 
anxious to beautify their grounds 
are making their backyards an out- 
door living room." 


He pointed out that not only does 


landscaping beautify city dwellings, 
but that many times more beautiful 
results can be obtained In the land- 
scaping of farm property.

Wisconsin is very much interested in 


the executive and legislative branches 
agreeing upon a relief bill. 


Personalities are impossible to keep 


out of any controversy, and personal 
likes and dislikes have more to do with 
legislation than the people generally 
imagine. 


The governor fostered an interim 


committee to study unemployment and 
relief measures and report to the leg- 
islature. It was controlled by Pro- 
gressives. Presumably it took evi- 
dence, became acquainted with condi- 
tions and acted Avith some degree of 
intelligence. The purpose of its ap- 
pointment was to dig out the disputed 
facts so the legislature would have 
something tangible instead of wild 
statements with which to deal. 


The Progressive majority of this 


committee recommended the raising of 
$8,000,000, the Conservative minority 
half that amount. But the governor 
immediately raised the pot to $17,500,- 
000. This was a vigorous, re'flection 
upon the Progressive brethren who 
really studied the situation and were 
xonvinced that $8,000,000 was ample, 
but they didn't seem to mind, accepted 
the amendment from the governor and 
voted with him ever since. 


Not to be outdone by mere ignor- 


ance of arithmetic Senator Polakow- 
ski, Socialist, jumped the ante to $32,- 
000,000. The only reason it didn't go 
over a hundred million is because we 
haven't a communist in the legislature. 


The governor is in no different posi- 


tion concerning the commission he 
supported than President Hoover is 
with his Wickersham commission. 
Where facts are in dispute the purpose 
of appointing an impartial commis- 
sion to 
carefully, 
over a 
period 


of months, investigate and take evi- 
dence would seem to be praise- 
worthy. That 
no one should be- 


bound if the commission made some 
plain blunder is clear enough, but it 
is shocking to see executives, state or 
national, spurn the carefully figured 
out plan of such commissions and sub- 
stitute alone their personal opinions. 


The amount of money to be raised, 


the manner in which it shall be spent 
and who shall have the distribution of 
it are all questions readily subject to 
compromise, and, with the exception 
of those few things which we call 
underlying principles, differing opin- 
ions must be compromised. Only in 
an autocracy is there no compromise. 


All elements in the legislature agree 


that the millions to be raised must 
come from income taxes. The gover- 
nor insists that this be made in one 
tax for one year. He should be more 
aware of what is going on about him. 
He acts as though people who had in- 
comes just take them over and leave 
them in the bank. He should know 
that seldom will a man worth a hun- 
dred thousand dollars have more than 
a few hundred dollars in cash imme- 
diately available. 
He should appre- 


ciate that during these times men with 
incomes have helped in splendid fash- 
ion to uphold industries and businesses 
that needed help but did not have the 
required collateral to get it at banks. 
There has been a staggering of capital 
in this regard as there has been a stag- 
gering of jobs. 


The Conservatives point to the bulg- 


ing treasury of t^c state, ask that the 
necessary money be appropriated from 
it and that it be repaid in two years 
from incomes. 


The governor's objection to this has 


f riot been clearly understood,

They can bor- 
row sufficient money to pay the vari- 
ous amounts needed and take repay- 


' ment from income taxes over a period 


of two years or more. 


If the matter be handled that way a 


fair result can be accomplished. 


REORGANIZATION IN THE 


CITY HALL 


The common council has taken pre- 


liminary action toward a much need- 
ed improvement in the operation of 
the city when it ordered publication of 
a proposed ordinance for reorganiza- 
tion of the street department. The or- 
dinance provides for abolishing the of- 
fices of city engineer and street com- 
missioner and creating in their stead 
the office of commissioner of public 
works. 


In taking this step Appleton is fol- 


lowing the lead of a number of pro- 
gressive cities that have found this 
system disorganization in their street 
departments highly effective. It opens 
the way for fixing responsibilities and 
assigning duties impossible, or at best 
very difficult under the present system. 


It is possible, however, that the ordi- 


nance as published does not go quite 
far enough to assure the kind, of or- 
ganization that will be productive of 
the best results. To be really effective 
the ordinance should definitely dele- 
gate to the proposed commissioner 
some of the authority now vested in 
the council, the board of public works 
and the street and bridge committee, 
especially the authority to engage such 
assistance as is required in the street 
and engineering departments. Little 
will be accomplished, we believe, if the 
council merely changes the title of the 
head of the department without giv- 
ing him sufficient authority to put in- 
to effect such operations or engage 
such employes as he believes will ren- 
der the greatest service to the city. 


The commissioner also should be 


granted considerably more latitude in 
carrying out the policies of the council 
and the street committee than the en- 
gineering department now possesses. 
This probably can be accomplished by 
designating the proposed commissioner 
as the administrative head of the street, 
engineering* and construction depart- 
ment, the council and its committees 
setting the policies and outlining the 
work, leaving the 
commissioner to 


work out his own methods for placing 
these policies into effect. 


The department organized on this 


basis would give the council a great 
deal of latitude in the appointment of 
a commissioner of public works and 
would result in a definite placing of 
responsibility upon this official. 


It is quite probable adoption of an 


ordinance of this nature will involve 
some changes in other ordinances now 
in effect and probably some difficul- 
ties would be encountered for a time 
in reconciling the proposed reorganiza- 
tion with now existing city laws, but 
these can be ironed out. There is suf- 
ficient merit to the proposal to war- 
rant careful study. If the experiences 
of other cities arc of any value, there 
is evidence that Appleton might bene- 
fit materially from a change of this 
nature.

We have no reason to doubt that a poll of the 


whole membership of the American Legion -aould 
show any different sentiment on the question of 
asking Congress for a prohibition refciondum by 
states than the aUitucle re\ ceiled by the 3,400- 
odd delegates \\ho expressed themselves at the 
convention Thursday. 


We arc, however, constrained to \\onder 1C a 


direct canvass of the hundreds of thousands of 
individuals \vho make up the- ."Lesion, with the 
vote of each represented in the published result, 
would not constitute a more impressive and per- 
suasive index than a poll of delegates. Not that 
the result -\\ould necessarily be other than the 
one expressed by delegates, but thru the misgiv- 
ing's that attach naturally to any -vote by one 
who speaks for many would be dispelled. A can- 
vass of all Legion members on prohibition, con- 
ducted by posts would correspond quite exactly 
to the referendum in the states, which it now 
asks Congress to require. 


When the Lesion indicates its attitude in other 


issues of general Interest, \\e believe it would be 
the part of wisdom thus to determine the atti- 
tude of all in tho Legion. Tt is n body \\hich cuts 
across all strata of the population; its attitudes 
come as closely to the general sontiment as those 
of any group in the community can possibly 
come: and its polls might prove a useful gauge 
of public opinion. 


The advantages to the Lesion itself would be 


twofold:. It would escape any suergcstion that its 
voice it that of a few, or of less than all its 
members. And it would, we believe, commend it- 
self to those amonsr the more than 3,000,000 vet- 
erans outside the Legion \\e arc loath to permit 
others to speak for them in matters in which 
they are not directly consulted. In this great 
group not now in the Legion are most desirable 
prospects whose association with any cause can 
lend it dignity and importance, and whose in- 
terest and sympathy tho Lesion would be wise to 
attempt to capture. In this we believe the Legion 
can succeed to the extent that it porniitb no one 
in tho Legion to spenk for others than himself 
in matters as momentou<;, for example, as an at- 
titude on an amendment 1o the Constitution of 
the United States.—Detroit News.

THE SOLACE OP TOBACCO 
It seems only right that we should 


administer to the person about to be 
executed for a capital crime a suit- 
able dose of "twilight sleep" or 
'truth 
serum"—scopolamin 
and 


morphin, perhaps a larged dose than 
we ordinarily administer to the pa- 
tient about to undergo a major oper- 
ation. The purpose of this is to put 
the subject into a neutral state, a 
state of calm Indifference, so he will 
be neither afraid nor brave nor anx- 
ious, but just forgetful of everything 


I can sympathize with the individ- 


ual who may be tempted to resort to 
such drugs as cocaine, heroin, mor- 
phin, or even the milder benumbing 
drugs such as aspirin, bromides, as 
a means of escape from present or 
impending trials or responsibilities, 
especially when he happens to be ig- 
norant of the real effects of these 
drugs. 


People who regularly attempt to 


drown their sorrows or dispel their 
worries or vexations with alcohol 
are merely showing a yellow streak 
and do not greatly appeal to our 
sympathy. Likewise those ill inform- 
ed persons who defend or 
justify 


casual "social" indulgence in alco- 
hol on the ground that it Increases 
good fellowship, removes diffidence, 
bashfulness and all that, fail to con- 
sider that at the same time it in- 
hibits discretion, judgment, 
con- 


science, and what is still more im- 
portant it slows down the individu- 
al's reaction time and hence 
sub- 


jects the drinker and others to in- 
ceased risks of accidents. 


Tea, coffee, cocoa or chocolate or 


the popular beverages 
containing 


•principles similar to caffein in coffee, 
are the stimulants which adults may 
use for refreshments, without appre- 
ciable after effects of an objection- 
able character. 


Tobacco is 
still 
on debatable 


ground. 
My own opinion is that 


adults (but never children) as a rule 
may use tobacco temperately with 
out injury to health. What consti- 
tutes temperate use of tobacco is of 
course an arbitrary 
question.

This district, particularly

of German Communism 


Karl Liebknecht and Ross Luxem 
burg, from their places of imprison 
ment in the Eden to be murdered in 
the Tiergarten. Only the Soviet Em 
basy retains official recollection o 
that event and forbids Its member 
to enter the Eden. 
Tonight th 


golden heads of 
champagne flask 


look out of silver buckets at every 
table. 


But the Eden Is an exception In 
that It has preserved its popularity 
over a long term, of years. A charac 
terlstlc of Berlin's night life is it 
speed of change. Berlin North re 
mains the same, and "Zum Ollen 
Fritz," with Its horsemeat sausages 
will keep its patrons, but Berlin 
"West has a fickle- appetite. Absen 
a. few months from his home city 
the Berliner requires expert advice 
from, waiters or taxicab chauffeurs 
to know the latest jazz resorts. 


Along all {he five streets 
tha 


stretch out from the Kaiser Wil 
helm Memorial Church, the sound o 
the Rumba rattle In almost every 
block belies the vague rumor thai 
everything Is not for the best In the 
best of all possible worlds. The Neon 
lights around the Augusta Viktorla 
Platz mark brilliantly the center of 
Berlin's nocturnal "Kultur," 
and 


make at mldnght a noonday path 
for as numerous a throng of pleas- 
•ure-seekers as can be found in any 
city on the Continent. 


The reichsmark 
may have less 


gold backing than the lowly Soviet 
ruble. A pfennig may be clutched 
and treasured in Berlin North. There 
may be 15,000,000 hungry Germans. 
But the reichtsmark in Berlin West 
still buys champagne, the pfennigs 
in Berlin West are hardly worth the 
trouble of adding in the bill, and 
the 
15,000,000 
hungry 
Germans 


have few representatives around the 
Kudfurstendamm. 


Poverty and Luxury 


Lord D'Abernon, Britain's 
able 


Ambassador to Berlin, entered In. his 
diary in 1824 the remark of a friend, 
"one of the most acute observers," 
who said he was "totally unable to 
explain tlia extraordinary contrast 
between the real poverty which 
isted to his o\\n knowledge in many 
classes and the apparent profusion 
and extravagance going on in cer- 
tain circles In Berlin." Every neu- 
tral spectator m Berlin today is 
compelled to echo for 1932 tho same 
observation. 


A French Journalist recently alarm- 


ed and secretly delighted the pover- 
ty-stricken Germans by -writing that 
Paris had lost to Berlin Its supre- 
macy as the "liveliest" city In Eu- 
rope. In the year of bankruptcy 1931 
a Berlin publisher found that public 
Interest and public expenditures on 
pleasure of a more or less non-re- 
spectable 
character 
was 
great 


enough to warrant the issuance of 
a "Guide to Vicious Berlin," 


Organized vice in Berlin is forbid- 


den by law, but this guidebook de- 
plores Its inability on account of 
lack of space 1o describe all of the 
160 bars, cabarets and dance halls

table d'hote menu from $1.50 to 
$1.25. 


Berlin has 20,000 restaurants, one- 


to every 280 of the population. New 
York has 15,000 restaurants, one to 
every 433 of th« population. Leaving 
out of account the grim resorts of 
icrsemeat and 
hunger In Berlin 


North and East, It is possible to ven- 
ture that the guests In the restaur- 
ants of Berlin from Horchers 
to 


:he newest Automat, where a score 
of sandwiches are offered at 10 pfen- 
nigs or 25 cents apiece, eat not much 
ess and not much worse than Ihe 
quests In the restaurants of New 
York. This is frankly a guess, but 
hat such a guess even appears rea- 
sonable Is some commentary on the 
standard of living of Berlin's middle 
.nd upper classes. How the nation 
as a whole lives today, as- compared 
with before the war and aa compar- 
ed with the period of Its greatest 
misery after the war, Is easier to 
ascertain with 
considerable exact- 
ness.

The debate is 


ustified. 
For It is argued that if 


Germany were worse- off in 1928 
han In 1932 and Communism failed 
o come In 1928, then Communism 
hould fall to come In 1932. But 
many Germans argue that Germany

Is worse off now than In 1928 and 
that therefor* th* danger of Com- 
munism Is greater now than then. 


A little statistical research proves 


that ag far as the per capita con- 
sumption of goods la concerned, Ger- 
many Is very much better oft to- 
day than she was in 1928. The last 
flgu-es available for the Reich from 
the Federal Statistical Office ehow 
that in 1930 every German consumed 
forty pounds more rye and forty-six 
pounds more wheat, thirty-eight 
pounds 
more 
meat 
and 
thir- 


ty liters more beer, five pounds 
more sugar and a pint more brandy, 
three pounds more coffee and one- 
tenth pound more tea than, in 1923. 
while the whole population smoked 
3,150,000,000 more cigars and 11,000,- 
000.000 more cigarettes than it did in 
1923. 


The only decrease in consumption 


-from 1923 to 1930 was in potatoes. 
Every German ate fifty-eight pounds 
less potatoes in 1930 than in 1923. 
Per capita consumption does not of 
course mean that every German got 
his share, but the net deduction af- 
ter comparing the food consumption 
during the worst year of the Infla- 
tion with the year 19SO is that the 
nation had from one-fourth to one- 
third more to eat in 1930. 


Far Above 1933 LeTel 


But consumption in 1929 was high- 


er than in 1930; In fact consumption 
climbed steadily from 1923 reached 
its high point in 1929, fell off in 
1930, 
and apparently in the year 


just "closed, not yet comprehended 
by full statistics, consumption con- 
tinued to fall off. It is still, how- 
ever, a long way from the low level 
of 1923. The German people are 
still eating better than they did in 
the Inflation. Their clothing is bet- 
ter, as any one may observe who 
had an opportunity to 
see the 


wretchedness of their attire In 1923. 
Their housing is incomparably bet- 
ter. They only drank 74.7 liters of 
beer apiece in 1931 compared to 102.1 
liters in 1913, but at an average of 
seventy pfennings a liter they are 
still drinking beer to the value of 
nearly twice the annual reparations 
under the Young plan. 


The figures on actual consumption 


per head of population are •worth 
more as a picture of the living stand- 
ard than all the statistics on theo- 
retical wealth per capita, taxation 
per capita, nominal wages, real wag- 
es, etc. But these figures als>o show 
that, though 
the Germans as a 


•whole are living from 25 to 30 per 
cent better than they did during the 
inflation, they consumed In 1930 
eighty-seven pounds less rye, fifty- 
three pounds less wheat and 804 
pounds less potatoes, one and a half 
less bottles 
of brandy 
and 0.12 


pounds less wheat and 804 pounds 
less potatoes, one and a half less 
bottles of brandy and 0.12 pounds 
less coffee per capita than In 1913. 
On the other hand, they consumed 
In 1930 one pound more wheat per 
capita, nearly five pounds more su- 
gar and one pound more tea than in 
1913. 
Their consumption of bread 


and potatoes is much less than be- 
fore the war, their consumption, of 
meat and sugar more. 


The complete figures for 1931 and 


for the first part of 1932 probably 
will show that the food standard of 
the German people 
as a whole is 


greatly better than It was during the 
inflation, is still only slightly below 
the pre-war standard, but is declin- 
ing. If it Is true that 
the 15,000,000 


Germans dependent directly and in- 
directly on the dole 
are underfed, 


the other 47,000,000 Germans must 
be very well fed, if the statistics of 
total consumption may be depended 
upon to give a fair picture of the 
average. This deduction 
in fact Is 


supported by daily experience. 


But are 
not 
15,000,000 
people 


enough to make a revolution? The 
Faubourg Saints Antoine was hun- 
gry. It revolted. 
Red Wedding Is 


hungry. Will It revolt? And hunger 
is not the only factor In revolt. Sup- 
pression is another. Is It conceivable 
that Hitler may do what hunger has 
not yet done? What -will be the re- 
sult of Fascist suppression added to 
Communist 
hunger, 
Communist 


numbers and Communist organiza- 
tion Is Hitler comes into power? This 
Is not the least of the questions to 
t>e answered for a clear picture of 
what a Hitler government may mean 
to the outside world as well as to 
Germany.

burst and discharged their

works. 


The earlier scientific attempts to 


account for tho tremendous clown- 
pours to which the name "c'oud- 
burst" is applied assumed that the 
water was due to rapid condensa- 
tion in the vorte-x of a tornado or 
waterspout, and hence tho nam<\ 
"waterspout" t\as formerly 
oiten 


applied to a cloudburst, even -Rln»n 
it occurred far from any body of 
water. 


The rainfall attending a tornado 


Is doubtless sometimes 
of 
cloud 


burst Intensity, but the majority of 
cloudbursts are now believed to bo 
the product of thunderstorms Vio- 
lent uprushlng currents of nlr al- 
ways occur at tho front of nn ad- 
vancing 
thunderstoim. 
Moisture 


in the air drawn into the storm by 
these currents condenses aa it rises, 
on account of the cooling of the air 
by expansion, but the .upward blast 
is so strong that for a time the 
water Is prevented from falling as 
rain. 


If the rising currents are weak- 


ened at some point, a large accumu- 
lation of water is permitted to fall 
at one time. This Is especially like- 
ly to occur -when a traveling thun 
derstorm, which is 
fed by rising 


streams of air 
from 
overheated

Madison — That unscrupulous per- 


•ona claiming to represent out of 
Btate nurseries are still at work in 
•Wisconsin attempting to sell "straw- 
berry trees" and similar fake nur- 
sery stock to the unsuspecting pub- 
' lie, Is the warning Issued by E. 


Chambers, chief nursery inspector 
for the department of agricu'ture 
and markets. Mr. Chambers states 
that complaints have been coming 
to his office concerning the activities 
of fraudulent agents 
who 
grossly 


misrepresent nursery stock for the 
purpose of securing an order and af- 
ter collecting a partial down pay- 


• ment are probably nev er again heard 
from. 


The activitiy of these racketeers, 


Mr. Chambers points out, tends to 
break 
down confidence- 
in reliable 


nursery agents i-epresenting depend- 
able "Wisconsin nurseries who have, 
for many >ears, been delivering to 
the public, stock as represented, of 
good quality and true to name. To 
protect the buying fiom un^ciupu- 
lous salesmen, the state- now licenses 
a'l nursery agents and rcrjunes per 
sons soliciting ciders for trees and 
shrubs to carry with them an agont s 
credential caid. All prospective buj- 
ers aie urged to safeguard their pur- 
chase by asking the agent to present 
his license before signing a contract. 


The state entomologist also points 


out that according to the statutes 
no nursery stock can be sold or dis- 
tributed without an inspection tag 
attached thereto showing: that It has 
been carefully inspected and found 
apparently free from dangerous In- 
sect pests and injurious plant dis- 
eases. All Wisconsin nurseries are 
inspected at least once a year and 
many several times, and any stock in- 
fested with dangerous pest is either 
logued out and destroyed or treat- 
ed 
under 
thft

state inspector.

paratively narrow base and that our
